The capital city is indeed one

At Giza, seven miles from Cairo, 
I visited the Pyramids and the 
Sphinx in the daytime and was 
later rewarded by returning at 
night for the ipresssive ‘Sound and 
Light’ show, 

After spending several hours 
among the treasures of the Egypt- 
fan Museum in Cairo, I prepared 
for my southward journey along 
the Nile to Luxor and Aswan, This 
two day trip along the banks of the 
second longest river in the world 
added a number of interesting in- 
cidents to my tour, 

Luxor boasts of one of the most 
extensive ancient sites in the Mid- 
dle East including the city of 
Thebes I continued seven miles 
beyond Aswan to the High Dam 
where my Arabic head-dress, the 
symbol of the co-aligned neigh- 
boring countries, allowed me to 
wander through the construction 
‘area at will without interference, 
Many miles to the south of the 
dam the work of elevating the 
shrine of Abu Simbel against the 
inundation of what will be Lake 
Nasser was being carried on, 

I retraced my route along the 
fertile Nile banks to Cairo and, 
after a few more days inthe capital, 
I covered the hot arid emptiness 
to Suez from which I followed the 
all-sea-level canal to Port Said. 
After ten days of trying I finally 
found a job on a Norwegian ship 
to work my passage to Australia. 

During my five weeks in Egypt 
I realligned my assessment of 
President Nasser, I consider him 
to be a radical patriot as he is 
conscientiously trying to advance

entire structure was a raging in- 


ferno that could be seen from Route
